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Czech Catholic 
Priests Defying 
Red Government 


Resolution Backing 
Church Leaders 
Read At Services 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia, July 


8. —(IP}— Czechoslovakia's Roman 
Catholic priests have spurned ord- 
ers from the Communist govern-, 
ment to desert Archbishop Jose 
Beran and the Vatican in 
the 


church-state war. 


At morning masses throughout 
the country yesterday, they read 
a defiant resolution declaring their 
continuing loyalty to church au- 
thorities anQ willingness to "bear 
with them whatever consequences 
they may face." 


Rallying to the support of the 
embattled hierarchy, the priests 
accused the government of violat- 
ing constitutional guarantees of 
religious freedom, condemned the 
government-sponsored Catholic Ac- 
tion as schismatic, and 
asserted 
that clerics', signatures endorsing 
it had been obtained by fraud. 
Priests who read the resolution 
in Catholic churchos said it repre- 
sented the views of a big majority 
of the clergy. 
They declared they were speak- 
ing from their own consciences and 
"our responsibility before our na- 
tion." 
"We are certain all conscientious 
and faithful Cathodics agree with 
us, and they would so testify if 
they were given the opportunity of 
free speech," the resolution said. 
Churchmen said the resolution 
was read in most Prague Catholic 
churches including St. Vltus', Arch- 
bishop Beran's cathedral. . 
Cathedral officials said the proc- 
lamation was read there at the 
6 a. m. mass, although scheduled 
services later In the day were can. 
celled 
without 
explanation and 
churchgoers turned away. 
The declaration, was made as ten- 
sion mounted over the govern- 
ment's campaign to control the 
church.

Advised To Study 
Food Industry 


WASHINGTON, July 
18.—<flt— 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
urged congress today to center its 
monopoly Investigation on the food 
manufacturing and transportation 
industries and various marketing 
practices affecting farm Income. 
Ho told a house monopoly Investi- 
gating commltteo that these 
are 


"economic areas which seem to be 
the most concentrated and there- 
fore in need of first and greatest 
attention." 
Brannan was a witness before a 
judiciary subcommltteo as it began 
its second week of hearings on 
monopoly powers as a preliminary 
to later strengthening of the fed- 


the farmer, 


eral anti-trust laws. 
The secretary said 
as both a buyer and seller, bumps 
into concentrated economic forces 
"coming and going." Federal pro- 
tection-has been afforded, Brannan 
continued, through laws for rural 
electrification, marketing and co- 
operative agroments and now rura" 
telephone service. 
But, he continued, the food man- 
ufacturing industry is a remalnlg 
area where congressional study 
would be helpful. There are, ho 
testified, 133 corporations which 
in 1947 had 41 per cent of all sales 


Before the war, he said, the three 
largest grocery retailers did 22 per 
cent of all 'business. The 
there 
largest meat packers had 43 per 
cent of all business and the three 
largest flour milling concerns had 
63 per cent. 


Brannan also directed attention 
to the "middleman." 


"Marketing charges in the food 
industries are holding up while 
prices are going down," he told the 
committee. At last July's prices 
the anual retail cost of filling the 
food market basket for a family oi 
three was $708. At prices in Aprl 
of this year, the comparable figure 
was $647, a reduction of $81.

President Truman's top domestic 
troubleshooter recruited forces .'to- 
day to help plug up economic soft 
spots which carry the threat of 
spreading unemployment. 


John R. Steelman,' assistant to 
the 
President 
will 
concentrate 
government spending where job- 
less rolls are greatest. 


Armed with authority from the 
President to take what action he 
deems necessary, Steelman insisted 
todayi "I'm not an economic czar, 
as some have viewed this job, but 
a coordinator." 


Steelman called upon 20 depart- 
ments and agencies to assign.him 
key men for the task. 


The Department of Commerce, 
aided by the Labor Department, 
already has undertaken basic sur- 
veys to determine where help Is 
needed most. 


When that is done efforts will 
be made to channel government 
purchasing to the neediest spots. 
That was the idea behind 
the 
plan announced by President Tru- 
man Thursday when he designat- 
ed Steelman to take over. 


The President's order virtually 
makes Steelman 
boss over the 
spending of billions in this year's 
budget, including 
those 
Spent 
matching state and local funds. 


Some of his staff say that the 
total subject to his direction will 
involve from 10 to 15 billion dollars 
of government procurement and 
direct spending. 


Particular emphasis will be on 
purchasing 
government 
supplies 
and services in cities where such 
funds might put idle men back to 
work. 
Steelman emphasized that the 
President's plan does not involve 
emergency appropriations or any 
new spending above the b.udget and 
UM public work* already projected.

"And whlto people must 
realize that the more a negro hates 
Communism because it opposes de 
mocracy, the more he Is going to 
hate any other Influence that kills 
off Democracy in this country. 
"Negroes were stirred up long 


before there was a Communist par 
ty, and they'll stay stirred up long 
after the party has disappeared— 
unless Jim Crow has disappeared 
by then as well." 


Robinson said he had no com 
ment to make on Robeson's stato 
ment that negro Americans wouU 
not fight Russia, except that "I 
sounds very silly to me." And, he 
added, if Robeson "wants to sound 
silly" in public statements "that's 
his business and not mine.1 


In case of war, Robinson said, ne 
groes would "do their best to help 
their country win the war" 
tho 
same as "Italians and Irish and 
Jews and Swedes and Slavs and 
other Americans." 


"No one has ever questioned my 
race's loyalty except a few people 
who don't amount to very much,' 
he said..

States and elsewhere.

NO MILITARY DICTATOR 


The government reorgani- 


zation act has been passec 
by Congress and signed by 
the President, but efforts to 
exempt 
favored 
depart- 


ments from its provisions 
are by no means ended. Rep- 
resentatives Carl Vinson of 
Georgia, chairman of the 
House Armed Service Com 
mittee, has now proposed 
that, by additional legisla 
tion, the armed services be 
made proof against the re- 
organization powers of the 
President. 
The reason ad 


vanced by Vinson is that he 
wants to insure, the nation 
against 
military 
dictator 


ship. 


The motives of the chair 


man may be altogether sin 
cere. But that does not al 
ter the fact that what he pro 
poses is a weakening of the 
reorganization act. If a sue 
cessful attack can be made 
against the act of one de 
partment, other attempts to 
protect 
departments, 
bu 


reaua, offices and agencies 
will certainly follow. If the 
President is to attack ineffi 
ciency and waste in govern 
ment, he must have power to 
attack them wherever they 
exist. 


The prevention of mili 


tary dictatorship — or an> 
other dictatorship — is no 
to be < found in law. The mos 
precious heritage of the Bil 
of Rights and the rest of the 
Constitution are ours only a 
long as we appreciate then 
and are willing to protec 
them with our thoughts anc 
speech and actions in privati 
life, with our interest in pub 
lie affairs, willingness tc 
serve the nation, and intelli 
gent use of the ballot. Those 
things 
are 
our assurar -< 


against dictatorship.

The struggl 
seems to be less 
between 


advocates and opponents 
price supports than between 
those who want to make 
price supports a 1950 issue 
and those who do not. 


A sound government pro 


gram for agriculture is hard 
ly possible under such cir- 
cumstances: In fact, a sounc 
program probably is not pos 
sible until farm policy ceases 
to be a party and a sectional 
political issue. Farm policy

T h i s was side - line 
stuff; of his main work he 
testifies that the "little I 
ever acquired of accuracy 
the habit of trying at leasl 
to verify references, am 
some knack of sticking to 
desk work" he owed to his 
exacting chief.

MIND OVER BUSINESS 


There is much to be said 


for the President's position 
on the relation of mental at 
titudes to the business cycle 
When the cycle is moving 
downward, as it inevitably 


does at times, the idea that a 
depression is approa.chinji 
could help to bring one on 
[''ear of a depresson may 
lead to drastic, even panicky 
steps by 
both 
individuals 


and business 
concerns 
to 


;rim sail, to cut down ex- 
penses and risky 
invest- 


ments for 
self protection 


against loss in the decline, 
tfuch curtailments feed tho 
recession, speed the down- 
ward lovement of the busi- 
ness curve and push it to- 
ward a lower level. 


On the 
other 
hand 
a 


downward trend in business 
cannot be lightly dismissed 
as only a figment of 
the 


mind. There are real eco- 
nomic causes which turn 
business from 
an upward 


curve to a downward one. 
The cause of the 
present 


downward turn seem to be 
t h e s e : Satisfaction of a 
large part of the pent-up de- 
mand hanging over 
from 


the war period, a general be- 
lief that prices and profits 
are too high, disgust with 
survival of the 
sales atti- 


tude of the war-time seller's 
market in some lines and 
outlets of trade, and a gen- 
eral return of the normal in- 
clination of a buyer to shop 
around 
before 
making a 


purchase. 


Both business and indi- 


viduals would do well to rec- 
ognize the 
slackening of 


trade for what it is, and ad- 
just themselves—not just to 
the fact of a downward 
trend, accepting it and hedg 
ing against loss, but to the 
fundamental causes of the 
trend, seeking to meet and 
overcome them with correc- 
tive action. 


SOCIAt SECURITY COST 


It is generally recognized 


that there is little prospect 
for any expansion or libera- 
tion of the Social Security 
program in the present ses- 
sion of Congress. It is get- 
ting too late in the session 
for successful 
introduction 


of new controversial propos 
als. But it would 
be very 


helpful if the proposals be- 
ing forumlated hi the Way.s 
and Means Committee of the 
House, and doubtless in oth- 
er groups, would be brought 
out for examination before 
the session ends.

The tax rate in a number of Na 


varro county schools is insufficient 
to meet the qualifications set up by 
the state auditor to qualify for tho 
Gllmer-Alkln 
legislation. 
Tho 


county-wide average is only 82 per 
cent of the required local income 
the county superintendent stated, 
and In some instances a consider- 
able Increase will bo required ovor 
present rates.

He 
came back with the statement that 
any man in a fight will use "brass 
knucks" and that the U, S. used it 
—the peaceful nation—the only ono 
that had done so. 


'Of course. Russia would use it?" 


tie said. 


The scientist told of his selecting 
the site for the dropping of the 
bombs on the Japanese cities as a 
member of the atomic group and 
said he would do it again under 
the some conditions. 
He said It would have cost the 


U. 8. 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 men to 
have swarmed the Japanese Is- 
lands not to mention the millions 
of Japanese to be annihilated, 
and the bomb ended the war. 
He later told of the bases sur- 


rounding Russia and the striking 
power with the atomic weapons. 
Dr. Montgomery was the center 


of groups of questioners for soruo 
time before leaving for a confer- 
ence with former students. 


One farmer said that if the con- 


ditions were like he portrayed, he 
thought he would stop building ter- 
races and improving his farm—It 
was going to be snapped out. 
Dr. Montgomery had intlmatec 


that if some of the atomic bombs 
are as big as reported there .is a 
strong possibility the earth and al 
life will be wiped out—but he whim 
aically quoted an astronomer stat 
ing: "Well, the earth is not a ma 
part or planet of the universe."
